Much tncouraged over the attitufle 
of thti Louisville and Nasnville rail- 
road officials ioUowir.g' a confeience 
held Wednesday in Louisville the 
cornmittte composed of Mayor J. T. 
Hint;.n, representing the city of Paris 
and Messrs. li. SS, Caywood and John 
T. Collins representing the citizens of 
North Middletown, rctutllfld^ home 
yesterday morning. 

Mr. John J. liedmon, of North 
Middleto\^n, received a telephone mes- 
sage from Mr. L. P. Bell, who was in 
Louisville Tuesday asking that a com- 
mittee be sent to Louisville to confer 
with the officials regarding the propos- 
ed route for the new railroad through 
Bourbon county. Mr. . Beli. who has 
been h^re for some time securing 
options on land through which the 
ruad is to pass, went to Louisville 
Saturday night where he made his re- 
port. 

At the instance of Mr. Redmon, May- 
or liinton and Messrs. Collins and 
Camwood were selected to represent 
the eounty in the conference which 
waa Ytry aatiafactoif to both IIm rail- 
road oflleiala m their apiaioQ «Mt the 
repteaeatative committee. 

The eemmittee waa in eoafereaee 
with Mr. J. Hewe Paytoii,. aaaiataot 
to Fteaident Milton Soiith. to 
the report of Hr. Bell waa made, 
from the fact that the oflleiala were 
deairom of meeting a committee from 
BoorboB leaves the impreeaion that 
they were very much pWaMi Vith his 
efforts while here. 

That therd has been a very favor- 
able turn in affairs regarding the 
possibility of the proposed rout is 
very evident. Mr. Paytoo, while not 
in a position to commit himself, ac- 
cording to u member of the committee 
which conferred with him, seemed 
much impressed with the ftasibility of

Now get reedy for the old cry ; "You !

instead of poverty, wealth raises the I 
question of coDstitattonality, aeeonps- 
nied %vith the charge of "radicalism." 
The income tax is not radical. Every 
(irst class nation of the earth^-ezeept 
this one — raises a part of its revenue 
to meet the expenses of government 
by taxing incomes, among such na- 
tiooa ^jping Great Britain, Japan, 
PraBM. Denmark, Germany, Holland, 
Austria. Switzerland, Australia* Naiv 
Zealand and maay more. 

Uadtr Mr^^Nreaent fiseal policy tha 
expense of maintaining the army and 
navy, building public buildinga aod 
runaioc tha fovanraMBt ia mat by tax- 
ing the things the people must have in 
order to live. Ii'ractically all revenae 
ia derived from the eaatovahoaaea aad 
tetemal revenue offices, with the ex- 
eeption of a comparatively .small 
anoant derived from tiia eerpieratteii 
tax. which waa recently paised; -as a 
cheating sabstitote for an incom^ tax. 
While the^at. coats and shirts o& the 
maaaea are taxed almoat 71 per eeat 
mder ttia liaeal ayatem. Rockefeller, 
Morgan, and the other millionaires 
are not aaked by the federal govern- 
BMBtlte pay any lax whatever on their 
swollen fortunes. Thus a poor man 
with a family aotaally paya more to- 
ward nwaiBc the sovenmieBt than 
does a millionaire bachelor. 

The Democratic 'plan is to place 
sugar on the free list. Thia will repeal 
the tax on the breakfast table, now 
borne by the Ameri can people. Then 
the present corporation tax will be ex- 
tended to include individuals and co- 
partaerahips having an annua! income 
of $5,000 or more. The excess of in- 
come over $5,000 will be taxed one per 
eeat. hrioffins into the treasury be- 
tween $50,000,000 and $60,000,000 a 
year, which will more than cover tha 
$53,000,000 now derived anaaally from 
the sugar tariff.

Orchard Pruning. 

If aet previously given attention, 
the present month affords one of the 
beat opportnnitiea to givn to many 
orchards their needed winter pruoiag. 
If done annually the piruiMng will be 
usually a light one. hot ia, yailaps a 
majority of the oiehard« la Kantaeky 
the 9mSL, ia aml e et ed from year to 
yair liliCil BMra radical treatment mjy 
be narMiry. la the treea ihaa neg- 
lected. In which tittle recent growth 
baa been made and-with lowered vital- 
ity, a vigorous winter pruning tends 
to quicken the activities of the tree 
■ad-if followed by feeding cultivation 
and spraying will often bring such 
trees into a profitable bearing con- 
dition withina short time. 

A tree, hdwever. already growing 
vigorously, will require pruning some- 
what guardedly, as ^a severe pruning 
at this season will often result in a 
rank growth of water sprouts during 
the spring and summer. Any such 
overgrowth of a tree when seen in a 
mature specimen is usually due to a 
strong soil, thorough tilling or over 
manuring and may usually be checked 
by withholaing tillage and manure and 
seeding down for a while. 

In one of its fundamental objects 
pruning is not materially unlike the 
purpose of a farmer, when in his 
corn field by replanting or by thinning 
he tries to secure a uniform stand of 
paints neither too few nor too aiany 
stalks in each hill. 

So in a tree top it is important 
among other things for the largeat 
pioduction of fruit that there ahonld 
be a full atand of branches forming a 
round, foil beaded tree— with each 
modificationa of form as are character- 
istic of the variety— well filled on all 
sides, yet nowhere so crowded as to 
prevent the free circolation of air and 
liberal ad^iaission of light. 

The meet common error in the prac- 
tice of pmning.is in cutting a branch 
several inches out from the main stem 
upon which it grew. Frequently this 
pruning is done with an ax leaving 
stubs threa to six inches long. This 
is a ruinous practice, fcr the lung stub 
cannot be covered over with new heal- 
ing tissue and in a few years decay 
will be started in this spur and scod 
travel down inio the main branch or 
trunk of the tree; finally resulting in 
a rotten hearted or hallow tree, a de- 
liorhtful place while it lasts for the 
woodpeckers to nest, but scoii destined 
10 be broken down in a gale of wind or 
a sleet storm. Thousands of apple and 
other trees in Kentucky have been 
brought to an untimely end through 
such methods of pruning. 

In removing the branch of a tree it 
is of great importance to saw it off 
close to the branch or trunk upon 
which it was growing. If it ia a large 
and heavy branch, firat make an onder- 
cot open the lower side af the limb, 
then complete upon the upper side so 
that in falling away the branch may 
not tear off a strip of wood and bark, 
leaving an ugly wound upon lha awia 
brrncb. Tha cut aorfaee, if BBora thaa 
an inch aereae, ehoald be brnahed with 
paint or aaoM aimilar material to pre- 
vent decay atartiog in the wood beftoe 
it has becuma healed over. 

Pruning, however, is only one of the 
seversl practices needed in most 
orcbarda and should be followed by 
rprayMME* hy fertilizing and by tilage.

Incubators and brpoders may be 
used for hatching geese, although not 
much employed for that purpose. 

Great care should be taken in se-

Onion seed should be tested for 
germination before being purchased

the spring. 

The buyer discounts a thin horse 
more than his condition deserves, and 
Just aa oftsn credits the fat horse 
above his real deserts. 

As a general thing it Is the best 
plan to feed hay and other roughage 
that may stir up dust after tbe milk 
Is taken out of the bam.

Sudden changes In the food of 
sheep should be avoided. Change 
only one portion of the ration at 
once sad mako that ehaigo gradu- 
ally. 

It is a mistaken idea to thint that 
you are saving feed by cutting down 
the cow's ration. The best way Is to 
make her eat all that she can eat 
profitably. 

Turnips may flaror the eggs. 

They are not as palatable as mangels; 
in fact, some birds will not eat them 
at all, but at the same tlOM they have 
considered food value. 

Just after meaning, the calf should 
not be fed more than ten pounds of 
milk per day, divided Into three feed- 
ings; this should be given at blood 
tempemtaro, nboot degrooa. 

Rock phosphate, muriate of potash, 
nitrate of soda and other chemicals 
may be used successfully in the grow- 
ing of lettuce under grass, but they 
must be employed with care and in- 
telligence^ ^ 

Seed com that was ssTOd last fhll 

should be looked after now. It Is 
not too early to begin testing. Re- 
member, the man who finds that he 
mViSt buy com and gets in his order 
first gets the choice purchase. 

Wash the hand separator thorough- 
ly. The separator that is not thor- 
oughly scalded after being washed will 
soon give your dairy products a black 
eye by breeding all kinds of harmful 
germs which work rapidly in giving 
taints and odors to the cream and

The Hurat Home InaaraneaCanpaay 
waa organized more thw 20 yamra ago 
aadar tha maaagameBt of Mr. F. M. 
Hor«t who operated it aatil his death 
in 1902. At the time Mr. F. F. Hurst 
aaanaied ita management the company 
was writiag about $1,000,000 of insur- 
ance, in the nine yeara that Mr. P. F. 
Hurst has operated it the aaMoat haa 
raised to $5,000,000. 
- He was not only one of the best in- 
formed men on insurance but the au- 
thor of a bill on b'raternal insurance 
which passed both Houses of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature i few weeks ago. 
He was vice president of tho State 
Fraternal* Insurance Sucicty. Hf" 
represented his compaiiy two years 
ago at Springfifld, III., and again last 
summer at fhilacielpiiia, I'a , in the 
International Fraternal Insurance 
Convention. He wa9 one of the most 
influential as well as the BKMt Oieful 
men of Millersburg. 

For many years he iias been a mem- 
ber of the Christian church and an 
active worker and teacher in the Sun- 
day sr.hool, attending most all of the 
ci:urch and Sunday school conventions. 
He was Past Master of Amity Lodge 
No. 40 F. & A. M., of Millersburg and 
a member of Carlisle Commandery K. 
,T., No. 18. For several years he has 
been a prominent figure at the Grand 
Lodge at Louisville and at tha K. T. 
coaelavea, baviag conferred aa many 
degreea aa aay paat maMar ia Central 
Keatoeky. For the paat two yeara he 
haa beea a member of the Boarbon 
County Board of Educatioa, aad has 
been a prominent , figure ia the ad- 
vancement of edoeation ia Boarbon 
county. 

Mr. Hurst was a native of Fleming 
county and one of a family of several 
children. Ho is survived by three 
brothers, Carl Hurst, of Fleming 
county, Samuel Hurst, of Illinois, and 
James Hurst, of Missouri, one si.^ter, 
Mrs. Adams, of FJizaville, His wife, 
Mrs. Amelia Hurst, two daughters.

Southampton, N. Y. — The oldest 
frame house in the I'nited States is 
being razed by workmen by order of 
the authorities. It was buUt in 1648 
by Thomas Sayre and was known as 
the "Old Sayro homestead." Sayre 
Was an English gentleman who came 
to this country in Cromwell's time and 
was one of the original settlers near 
Southampton in 1610. The Sayre house 
is In the center of the village and has 
long been the principal point of inter- 
est here. With proper caretaking the 
old house would have stood for a cen- 
tury yet, but it waa allowad to daeay 
and crumble. 

An the material te the old building 
with the exception of the glass was 
homemade. The timber, boards, shin 
gles, laths, brick and even the nails 
which were turned out by the old vil- 
lage blacksmith, were bought ktaa 
Huge fireplacea warmed it. 

During the revolutionary war the 
house was used by British officers 
who compelled the women to cook for I 
them and the men to mind their j 

horses. The valuables at that timsj ,

COURT DECIDES ODD CASE 



High British Tribunal Declares Mer 
Who Carved Initials in WKala 
Can't Be Punished. 

London. — ^The divisional appea 
court has decided that it is not lega' 
cruelty to stsb or carve your initials 
on a living whale, as long as the anl 
mal is not kept in captivity. Last Jul;? 
a number of whales were stranded or 
the Comisb coast near Pensance, and 
th^ viilagers commenced chopping 
uj), while sightseers even carvec 
ti cir initials on the diatreaaed anl 
inals' sides. 

The Society for the Preyention oi 
Cruelty to animala prosecuted one oi 
the initial carvers for cruelty, but th€ 
local magistrate held that as the 
whales were not in captivity the of- 
fense did not come within the law. 

On appeal the society tried to prove 
that aa tbe wbalea were anrroonded 
by people and ooold not get away till 
the tide turned they were in a state 
of captivity, but Justice Pickford 
while admitting that initial carving oe 
stranded whales was a form of amuse 
ment that ought to be punished, de- 
cided that tbe tenn "eapttvlty^ did 
iiot aiply, and diamiaaad tba appaaL

NEW ORDINANCE PASSES 



Requires All City Employes to 
Refrain from Use of Ldquor 
While Dliehaxsrinfir Duty. 




Initial steps toward the establish- 
ment of a municipal lightiDg plant in 
Paris were taken at the meeting of the 
City Council last night, when after the 
Light Committee which hps had the 
matter of investigating the races 
which the Paris Gas and Electric Co. 
are charging made its report^and 
recommended the boildiBC and equip- 
ping of a plant. 

At the meeting last night the full 
Board was present and the ordinance 
introduced by Councilman Kenney 
several weeks ago and which was 
amended at the last meeting prohibit- 
ing employes of the city from indulg- 
ing in the practice of e:iterirg saloons 
or drinking while on duty parsed by a 
unanimcus vote. 

Tne report 8ubn:ittpd by the Light 
Committee was accepted by the Heard 
and the B'inance Committee was 
authorized to comnaunicate with vaii- 
vua electrical houses in en eff?rt to 
ascertain the cost of equipping a 
plant, an J was also given th-' aulhctiiy 
to employ an enginser (o go over the 
grounds upon whiob the proposed plant 
will be located and to submit plans 
and specifications. 

The report sabmitted oy the Light 
Committee whiefa was tbe reaalt of 
several weeks investigation is as fol- 
lows: 

The Committee on . Lights, baving 
been given tbe power by tbe Mayor 
and (Jooneil of the city of Paris, to in- 
vestigate the exorbitant accounts 
rendered to the private consumers by 
the Paris Electric and Gas Light Com- 
pany, hereby make their report: 

First — After a thorough investiga- 
tion, to the best of our ability, the in- 
formation we could obtain is that tha 
meters of this company appear to be 
practically correct. 

Second— In some instances, the 
meters have been overread and also 
underread some months, and then com- 
ing up very large the next month. 

Third— That the Paris Electric and 
Gas Light Co. have or have had some 
very incompetent meter readers, ac- 
cording to their own statements. 

Fourth V.d have communications 
from several municipal owned plants, 
which seem to be doing well and giv- 
ing low rates of lighting, and also 
from private ownerships, which like- 
wise give the same rates as that of 
the Paris Electric and Gaa Ligbt Co.. 
which give batisfactioa to tlM eoMon- 
er, also those that give a much lever 
rate. 

Fiftb— WefiQd that if tbe meters 
are regtetertac right which at present 
we hMW DO r iMOB to doabt, that the 
rata par K« Hf. la too high for the 
amount mnaomtd by the average eon- 
simer and far aore than they can 
aflford to pays alio if tbe fact that tM 
daylight eorroBl is greatly used and 
abased, as the light company charges, 
then aa tbe amoant of current used 
has been greatly increased, then we 
cannot see why the price should stand 
the same as it did when a smaller 
amount was consUiHed. A certain 
amount of current is wasted at the 
plant, as has b een stated to us, then 
if this amount is used why still can 
the prices stay 12 cents per K. W. in- 
stesd of being reduced. 

Sixth— We have invited and had a 
representative cf the Paris Electric 
and Gas Light Co. at our meetinj^ and 
talked the situation over with him, 
and he stated to us that he would not 
reduce the prices. We asked him how 
many incandescent lights were burned 
in tbe oty. trtiich he refiiM to tell 
us. 

Seventh— In view of the fact that 
the people are not satisfied with the 
present situation of the charges made 
them, and from our inveatigation. and 
the refusal of the Paria Eleetrie and 
Uas Light Co. to give as any informa- 
tion to enlighten os on the excessive- 
nes3 of their accounts against tbe pri- 
vate coDsamers, and clamor of tbe 
laboring people and people of moderate 
means to use electricity aa lights, bat 
tbe fear of exeesaive aeeoaata which 
might be rendered tbem> whieh woald 
reduce their income too greatly. 

Therefore, we. the eomnittee, 
recommend tiuit the city of Paria be- 
come owner of its own Electric Light 
an<« Power Plant, thereby protecting 
citixeaa and taxpayers, both rich and 
poor, and to eliminate it from politics, 
putting same onder a band of commis- 
sioners to be elected by the people.

Mandate Filed in Fayetie Court. 

The mandate of the Court of Ap- 
peals reversing the decision of the 
Fayette Circuit Court in the case of 
Majfgie R. ricClintock against- James 
U. McCIintoek, of Paris, for a divorce 
and alimony and the custody of their 
little two year old daughter, Rachel 
McClintcok, was received Tuesday by 
James C. Rogers. Circuit Clerk of 
Fayette, for record. The judgment of 
tbe higher court, which was written 
by Judge Lassing. covered twenty-two 
pages of typewritten matter. Regaid- 
ing the deposition and euatody of the 
child, the higher court says: 
Z "While denying the plaintiff any 
relief whatever, the chancellor in his 
judgment awarded to ber the custody 
of their eighteen montha old child and 
directed that her hqabaad ahonld pay 
monthly for tbe aapport of hersplf 
and chiki,dnrinc thia litigation, $62.53 : 
per OMMith ; bat made no proviaiona for 
tho aapport of oUber the appellant or 
the child after the termination of ibis 
litigation. The jodgment giving to 
the wife tbe custody of the child whs 
eminently proper, and the provisicn 
made for ita father to see it a< atated 
intervals and to have the coatody ot it 
on certain days of tho week, was 
fair and reasonable to both parties, 
and although no order has been made 
by the court for its support, by its 
father, after the termination of this 
litigation, the chancelor would have 
ample power to make such further 
order from time to time as it needs 
the conditions required. The chancel- 
lor should have allowed her at least 
$100 a month for the support of herself 
and child, and this sum may he in- 
creased as the child grows older, and 
its wants and necessities for clothing, 
schooling, etc, require the expenditure 
of additional sums, or it may be reduc- 
ed if the circumstances of the parties 
require it. The judgment is reversed 
and cause remanded, wiih instructions 
to the chancellor to enter a judgment 
granting to appellant the relief sought 
to-wit: A divorce from bed and board 
and a separate maintenance, which be 
will fix in hia order for the Dreaent 
upon the llrat of each and ovary 
month. 

The atiorneys for the plaintiff were 
Talbott & Whitley, of Paris ; ^George 
C. Web^ and Maury Kemper. Judge 
Denis Dundon. of Paris, and Allen & 
Duncan, of Lexington, representad the 
defendant.
